8 <n.c 
demorUizit ion has ensued from the dis­ 
covery that the Green tuck can J* J ate for 
Congress was ineligible. Tievi us to that* 
though a Oja i of only the moat rn berate 
ability and quite unknown in the most of 
the district, he was making a very, suc­ 
cessful campaign aud bade fair to carry the 
district as against both Houck and Grim­ 
mer. There was probably little expec­ 
tation on the part of the Republicans of 
carrying the district 4waen it was found 
that neither of their staunch men like 
Sawyer, Kelly or Browne, would accept 
the nomination. 
The discovery of the 
ineligibility of Grimmer ab >ut the same 
time with that of Gnliiitha completes the 
chaos in the parties opposed to Houck, but 
at the tame time opened the way for ne­ 
gotiations.
